The Pennsylvania German has lost 


much of the good which belongs to 
him through prejudice. A great man 
often does not receive due credit for 
what he has done on account of the 
fact that no one brings the man into 
prominence. A man who was a rep- 
resentative in State at 23 years, at 
30 in Congress, later minister to Rus- 
sia, prominently mentioned for presi- 
dent, and later in 1856 was elected to 
the office of President of the United 
States. James Buchanan. 


He negotiated our first commercial 


treaty, abrogated only a few years 
ago. 


In 1823, when Randolph of Virginia, 


introduced a bill abolishing slavery, 
the failure of passage was due to the 
abolition sentiment of the North. 
James Buchanan advanced the idea, 
which became law, that none but 
American born citizens can become 
President of the United States. He 
:nforced the doctrine of the right of 
search. He was educated at Dickin- 
son College, was a mischievous boy 
at college, graduated, read law in 
Lancaster, practiced, and his income 
was from eight to twelve thousand 
dollars per year, this at a time when 
salaries or incomes were much lower 
than now. In public life Buchanan 
helped John Marshall and Daniel 
Webster in the great work to their 
credit in national affairs, no matter 
what may be said about him, not one 
word can be said of his unquestioned 
honesty: do credit to him as an hon- 
est man, having the courage of his 
convictions, and as due regard is 
given to Pennsylvania's great men.

How Yeast Makes Bread Rise. 


In the dough from which bread is 


made there is a lot of sugar, which, 
contains carbon, hydrogen and orygen. 
It is necessary to ferment this sugar to 
make bread edible, and yeast is used 
because it has the power to do this. It 
is made from a plant having this qual- 
ity. Fermenting sugar is equivalent to 
burning it. and there are two results. 
One is the formation of carbonic acid 
gas. A great deal of this gas is caught 
in the douirh in the form of large or 
small bubble-*, and some of it escapes 
into the nil-. The part that cannot es- 
cape causes the- dotigh to rise and 
makes the bread light. The holes in 
bread are thy lirrle pockets which held 
the carb'iniv acid gas. 
The effect of 


the bubbles is to lift the body of dough 
so that the heat can penetrate readily 
and bake it properly.

The nation:! I .Malay 
weapon, the 


creese, is said to have been invented 
by a Javanese monarch of the four- 
teenth ce-nuiry. 
Its varieties are said 


to exceed a hundred, and there are in 
Javanese no fewer rhan fifty names 
for them. 
It varies in size from the 


two foor wavy blade of Sulu down to 
a mere tooihpirk. But :he peculiarity 
is that the weapon is never ground, but 
kept rough and sawlike in edge by 
scouring with lime juice or the juice 
of an unripe pineapple, sometime? 
mixed with arsenic, and it is on this 
account that creese wounds are so dan 
gerous. Old specimens are so eaten 
away by this practice that the blade 
seems formed from a bunch of wires 
roughly welded~"Up. Such creeses are 
highly valued, and some of the ancienr 
ones, heirlooms of chiefs, with gro- 
tesquely carved and inlaid hilts and 
sheaths, are almost nnpurchasable.

The trouble is we are likely 


to have a dozen katydids under our 
eyes and not distinguish their forms 
from rhe deep green leaves. 
Katydids 


belong to the grasshopper family. They 
sometimes make a noise in daytime. 
but this is rattier weak and a very dif- 
ferent one compared to the noise made 
at night. It makes the noise, "katy- 
did," by robbing the overlapping wing 
covers against each other. This noise 
can be made even with the wings of a 
dead katydid.—Our Dumb Animals. 


Venice and Tourists. 


The great industry of Venice is that 


of meeting the demands of tourists. 
The movements of the foreigner, as 
they are skillfully guided and directed 
by a host of competent experts, are not 
difficult to forecast- It is known that 
if the foreigner arrives at the railroad 
station he will take a gondola to Ms 
hotel. He may travel in the ferryboat 
or on foot all the rest of the time, to 
save money, but when he arrives he 
will take' a gondola, so that he may 
casually mention in writing home that 
he stepped directly from the train into 
a luxurious gondola.

WATER THE GREAT ENEMY OF 


GOOD ROADS. 


The Drag is the Effective Way to 


Keep Roads From Collecting 


Water. 


Water, not cold, is the cause of "the 


deterioration of roads in winter, ac- 
cording to the road specialists. Cold 
weather does not in itself injure the 
roads, no matter whether they arc 
earth, grave), or macadam, in fact, 
an earth road will stand more traffic 
when it is solidly frozen than at any 
other time. Excess water, however, 
is_ always detrimental to a highway. 
When cold weather turns this water 
into ice, the damage that it does is 
greatly increased. Ice occupies con- 
siderably more space than the water 
from which it is formed, and every 
person who has lived in a cold cli- 
mate is familiar with the powerful 
bursting effect of water when left to 
freeze in a confined vessel. 
The 


same action takes place when a wet 
road 
freezes 
to any 
considerable 


depth. It simply bursts, or. as we 
generally term it in road parlance, 
the road heaves. 
Later, when the 


frost leaves, the road is disintegrated 
and rxtts badly. If this process is re- 
peated a number of times during the 
winter, a gravel or macadam road 
may be practically destroyed, while 
an earth road may become entirely 
impassable. 


A dry rock will not heave. 
Rock, 


gravel, sand, and even clay when per- 
fectly dry contract slight!}' on freez- 
ing. In order to expand on freezing, 
these materials must contain or be 
mixed with water, and the more 
water they contain the greater the 
expansion which takes place. 
But 


so long as the road remains frozen 
the damage does not become appar- 
ent. Hence the frequent and errone- 
ous idea that it is the thaw which in- 
jures the road. The injury was done 
when the water in the road froze and 
the particles of the road surface— 
broken stone, sand, or still finer par- 
ticles of earth or clay—were pushed 
apart by the expanding power of the 
freezing water. The thaw merely al- 
lows the ice to melt and assume its 
original volume as water. 


The remedy- is self-evident. Keep 


the v;ater out of the road. The time 
to begin preventive measures is earlv 
in the fall. befo_re the rains begin. If 
the road goes into the winter thor- 
oughly dry. with the surface and 
drainage 
in 
good 
condition, 
the 


chances are extremely favorable that 
it will come out all right the follow- 
ing^ spring. 


Keep'the ditches and drains open. 


Remove all accumulations of weeds. 
grass, etc.. which tend to retain 
moisture 
and 
obstruct 
drainage. 


Furthermore, do this work early, 
while the ground is still dry and 
hard. 
Vegetation 
and litter hold 


water like a sponge and allow it 
gradually to soak in and soften the 
earth. The job before the road man 
is to keep the hard, dry surface form- 
ed in the summer time from becom- 
ing softened by the fall and winter 
rain? and snows. When the fall rains 
begin the earth or gravel road should 
be dragged frequently to prevent the 
tormation of rutb and. the collection 
of water. All raveled places on ma- 
cadam surfaces should be carefully 
filled in and consolidated. 


During the winter, whenever a 


thaw is coming on. the cross drains 
and side ditches should be openeed 
up as far as possible so as to prevent 
water collecting along: the roadway. 
If the thaw is so pronounced that the 
roadway is softened, the drag should 
be used: sometimes one round trip of 
the drag', with the hitch reversed, 
will entirely rid the earth road of 
slush and melting snow and leave 
the 
road 
surface practical!}- 
dry. 


Don't get the idea that the drag is 
not needed on your earth and gravel 
roads in the winter time. Instead. 
keep it where you can get at it readi- 
ly, for if the winter is an ordinary 
one you will need it many times. 


Winter destruction begins in the 


early fall. The best way to prevent 
such destruction 5? to forestall it. 
Keep the road dry and remember 
that so long- as ii remains so it will 
not be seriously injured by frost. 
Keep the drains open, the ditches 
clear, remove all vegetation and lit- 
ter, arid use the drag1 rrequer.tly. If 
the rond is kept dry to a depth of -2 
feet below the surface there will be 
Httlc trouble from the coldest winter.

''Third, the Board has under con- 


sideration 
the salary schedule for 


teachers in the continuation classe_s. 
It is the intention to pay teachers in 
these classes from one to two _hun- 
dred dollars more a year than will be 
paid to the regular grade teachers. 


"Fourth, the Board has adopted a 


general policy 
of 
endeavoring 
to 


open as rapidly as possible, after 
January 1st, continuation classes for 
all those receiving cmploj-ment cer- 
tificates and entering upon employ- 
ment at that time, and all the addi- 
tional classes needed in the regions 
where the number of children now 
employed is greatest. In addition, as 
rapidly as possible the schools al- 
ready'established in business and in- 
dustrial plants will be taken over by 


therefore, no wonder that the State 
Officers are planning a definite cam- 
paign along the line of helping the 
citizens to eliminate such loss. 


For these plans the following sug- 


gestions are given: 


1. Destroy old 
buildings, which 


give protection to such pests, and 
which themselves are unsightly and 
will be better destroyed than 
left 


standing. 


2. Pile lumber and wood on sup- 


ports, so that rats and mice will not 
find effective concealment, and dogs 
and cats can get under to find the 
pests. 


3. Make buildings 
rodent proof. 


At but slight expense this can be 
done when erecting new buildings, 
and it will pay well in the final sav- 


buildings and 


ing. 


4. Close holes in 


walls. Make a mixture of cement 
and sand with a little pounded glass, 
and put it into the holes through 
which rats and mice would otherwise 
pass. 


5. Make special efforts to render 


cribs, granaries 
and 
mows 
proof 


against rats and mice. This can be 
done by the use of galvanized wire 
netting, tin, zinc, etc. 


6. Take care to prevent the scat-

S. Use caustic, such as powdered 


caustic soda or caustic potash, scat- 
tered where rats and mice run. This 
burns their feet, and drives them 
away. 


9. Use traps at every opportunity 
10. Make use of ferrets in driving 


out rats, so that they can be killed. 


11. Preserve the natural enemies 


of rodents, among which are black- 
snakes, house snakes, the screech 
owls, and other native owls, hawks, 
weasels, etc. 


12. Make use of cats, and train 


them to be barn cats rather than 
house cats. Feed them so that they 
wil1 not starve, and run wild and kill 
birds, but dp not feed them so much 
that they will not hunt rodents. Since 
the rodents run mosth- at night, bet- 
ter results in this line are obtainec 
by not feeding the cats too much in 
the evening. 


13. Keep terriers and train them 


in the business of destroying rats anc 
mice. With but little effort they can 
be taught their duty, and will be bus> 
during the day. while cats are busy 
at night, 


14. Organize clubs that may enter 


into 
competitive 
contests, 
offer 


prizes, and otherwise devise means 
for the extermination of rats anc 
mice. 


15. In 
extreme 
cases 
kill 
such' 


pests by fumigation, by the use of 
carbon bisulfid in their holes in the ] 
ground, or fumigating infested build- 
ings with hydrocyanic acid gas. For 
directions in details of fumigation 
apply to the Bureau of Zoology. De- 
partment of Agriculture, Harrisburg.

Topic: The \Vay in Which God 


Wants to be Thanked. Ps. 67:1-7- 
(Thanksgiving Meeting). 


Thanksgiving is an inspiring theme. 


The very mention of the word, and 
the coming of the thanksgiving sea- 
son is provocative of many and rich 
suggestions. 
For that reason, per- 


haps, it is a good thing that our topic 
is definite, aud confines^ us to one 
thought in connection with Thanks- 
giving, otherwise we might general- 
ize too freely upon the subject, in 
place of giving some practical and 
helpful suggestions. 


God does want to be thanked. Our 


topic accepts that as a fact acknowl- 
edged by all of us. We may think 
it strange, we may not understand it, 
we may wonder why it is so; but the 
truth remains, clearly taught to us in 
the word, that God desires the grati- 
tude and thanksgiving of the chil- 
dren of men. A study of the religi- 
ous life of the Jews, a reading of the 
Psalms, their great devotional book, 
reveal the large place that praise and 
gratitude had in their religious life 
and worship. They were impressed 
with the thought that should impress 
our hearts and minds, that God wants 
our thanks. 


How does God want to be thanked? 
1. God wants to be thanked with 


our lips. "Because thy loving kind- 
ness is better than life, my lips shall 
praise thee." In the same way that 
we would say to a friend, "I thank 
you," for some kindness shown or 
favor rendered, we should thank God 
for the manifold favors that He has 
bestowed upon us. To take a simple 
llustration. what more natural and 
fitting, than to bow the head before 
the meal and give thanks for "our 
daily bread." 


2. God wants to be thanked with 


our hearts. "Let the words of my 
mouth and the meditations of my 
icart, 
." God desires the lips to 


speak only what is in the heart. 
Thanksgiving in order to be accepta- 
ble must be. not idle words, not mere 
courtesy of speech, but sincere and 
true. God doesn't want us to say one 
:hing. and deep down in the heart 
mean something else. 


3. God wants to be thanked with 


our worship. "Enter into his gates 
with thanksgiving and into his courts 
with praise." Not only in our pri- 
vate devotions, but in our public 
worship God desires to be thanked. 
Not only in the secret of our own 
room but in the assembly of the peo- 
ple let us praise Him. 


4. God wants to be thanked with

Kcal estate, rolling stock, including 


a 
locomotive and several cars, a 


quantity of rails and other equipment 
u£ed_ in the operation of the East 
Berlin railroad were sold on last 
Saturday in York by the executors of 
the will of the ]atc \VJUj a m G. Leas 
and William D. llinies. receiver of 
the East Berlin Railroad Company to 
Henry M. Foster Company of Balti- 
more. Md. The price paid has not 
been made public but is said to be in 
excess of any offers that have been 
made heretoiore for the equipment. 


_ "Jhe only real estate that comes 
into possession of tlie purchaser is 
the property in East Berlin that was 
used as the terminal point when the 
road was is operation. 
All of the 


rails with the exception of those that 
were laid between Abbottstown and 
Berlin Junction come into the hands 
of the new owner. 


It will l>e recalled that a movement 


made by AbbotMown citizens result- 
ed in the jMirclia.se of the track be- 
tween their town and Berlin Junction 
and a subscription canvass was being 
made Hti'J'.'r the direction of a citi- 
xcn's committee to raise a sufficient 
fund to purchase the entire road. 


Tlie Henry Al. Foster Company is 


a Delaware corporation that deals 
extensively 
in railroad equipment. 


With their acquisition of the East 
Berlin railroad equipment, comes the 
question of what will become of the 
present movement of the part of the 
lower end citizens with regard to a 
resumption of operating th croad. 
It is not the intention of the purchas- 
ers, 
it is understood, to operate the 


road but through them the purchase 
by the citizens of the rolling stock 
and equipment will have to be made 
since it has passed out of the hands 
of the Leas estate. 


When the road discontinued opera- 


tion tlie charter was forfeited and 
when the tracks of the road were re- 
cently torn up the right of way re- 
verted to the property owners.

The most successful work carried on 
in the United Slates Is done in the 
public school, and compares very fa- 
vorably with all the "callings" in the 
world. In order to prove this fact, 
Wilbur F. Crafts sent out 132 letters 
to presidents of colleges, governors, 
banks, business men, throughout the 
United States, who replied that 90 
per cent, of their success in life was 
principally due to the public schools, 
and that 60 per cent, of our senators 
were high school graduates, and a! 
higher rate in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and that 50 per cent, of 
all our people are engaged in educa- 
tional work. We should understand 
the fundamental principles tmderly-j 
ing that which we teach thoroughly. |
